The White Clover situation is no better, if as good, as the Alsike, and we 
woula advise our friends that they postpone seeding these two clovers {tor 
seed growing purposes, unless they are sure the seed offered is freé Ui nox- 
icus weeds. We have a limited quantity of high grade seed in stock. 
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Pasture Mixtures 


We do not offer a prepared mixture for pastures, preferring to let our 
customers buy the grasses separately and do their own mixing. In this way 
the buyer knows exactly what he is buying and sowing, which he does not 
know when sowing a prepared mixture. We recommend the following as 
the mixture best adapted to our soil and weather conditions, and claim it 
will carry more stock and produce better feed than any other mixture we 
know of: Sow 20 lbs. per acre—Orchard Grass, 6 lbs., Kentucky Blue Grass. 
5 lbs., Meadow Fescue, 5 lbs., Perennial Rye Grass 2 lbs., Alsike Clover, 2 lbs. 
We have sold this mixture the past four seasons and have never seen any- 


thing to beat it.
